Notes From D.A. 


By Hugh McPhail 

Calfhood vaccination all across 
Canada and the United States has | 
proven to be an economical and 
practical method of controlling 
Bang's disease. The University of 
Alberta authorities with 10 years of 
vaccination in their herd are very 
enthusiastic about the value of 
calfhood vaccination. The results 
in this outstanding herd were ex- | 
cellent. Dairymen in Alberta re- | 
port that controlling their losses 
from Bang's disease by yearly vac- | 
cination of their heifer crop has 
meant extra thousands of dollars 
income, that means cutting the 
cost of production. The ranchers | 
are equally as enthusiastic. 

Calfhood vaccination does not 
cause the disease to break out in a 
herd. It is a vaccine of living bac- 
teria which are strong enough to 
build up a good resistance, but not 
strong enough to cause the disease. 

Calfhood vaccination does not in- 
terfere with breeding efficiency. 
Records of dairymen show that no 
more services were needed to get a 
cow in calf because she had been 
vaccinated, than a cow that wasn’t 
vaccinated as acalf. If there are 
breeding difficulties, lack of bone- 
meal, hormone upset, cystic ovar- 
jes, etc, are usually the cause — 
not the fact that the animal was 
vaccinated. 

Calfhood vaccination gives good 
results. Calves in both clean and 
infected herds should be vaccinat- 
ed — in the former as a cheap 
form of insurance against a heavy 
loss in income — in the latter as 
the main weapon to help eradicate 
the disease. Remember Bang’s 
disease can cause undulant fever 
in humans, therefore calfhood vac- 
cination is also protecting human 
health. 

The Alberta Department of Ag- 
riculture recommends calfhood vac- 
cination, coupled with good herd 
management, as an economical and 
practical way to prevent and con- 
vaccinated as a alf. If there are
